WHEREAS, Pendicton County Fiscal Court is desirous of securing ambulance service
for all residents of Pendleton County, Kentucley; and

WHEREAS, Pendleton County Fiscal Court has examined proposals from bidders at its
mecting of June 9, 2009 and has determined that the proposal of Pendleton County
EM.S., Inc., is the best-evaluated proposal for the services desired by Pendleton: County
Fiscal Cowrt, and has awarded the contract to said bidder; and

WHEREAS, Upon review of the bids, the Court has also determined that Option II in the
Bid Specs will be of 2 greater benefit to the county citizens, thus Option I of the RBid

fizll time BLS (4 EMTs) crews for the first three (3) months of the contract and 2 full time
ALS (2 BMTs/2 Parmedics) orews for the balance of the contract.

ROAD DESTRUCTION/WEIGHT LIMIT ORDINANCE
AMENDMENT

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING THE ROAD DESTRUCTION/WEIGCHT LIMIT
ORDAINING #520.0 AND SPECIFICALLY SECTION 3, 6 AND 7 DEALING
WITH DEERIS, VIOLATIONS AND COMPENSATION ON A COUNTY ROAD.

WHEREAS, the Pendleton County Road Departtnent has been experiencing a great deal
of debris being placed or being allowed to be placed on covnty roads, and

WHEREAS, such deobris causcs prove safety issues with the traveling public and
inadvertently causcs damage o our county roads, and

WHEREAS, the Fiscal Court wishes to further address the issuc on debrmis on county
roeds, and

WHEREAS, since an ordinance slready exist, the Fiscal Court feels it only necessary to
amend the Road Destruction Weight Limit Ordinance #520.0.

NOW THEREFORE, BEE IT ORDAINED THAT THE PENDLETON COUNTY
FISCAL COURT WISHES TO AMEND THE LANGUAGE IN SECTION 3
(Debris), SECTION 6 (Violations) and SECTION 7 (Compeasation) OF THE
ROAD DESTRUCTION/WEIGHT LIMIT ORDINANCE WHICH READS AS

SECTION 3
Debris

™o vehicle shall be allowed to deposit, spread or convey any type of debris on a county
maintained rood whers each material creates a harardous condition for the driving public
as determined by the county road supervisor or by any law enforcement officer having
jurisdiction.

Any person, organization or business who violetes any port of this Ordinance ghall be fincd not lesy
than One Bundred ($100.00) Dollars nor more than Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, or be
sentenced to ne more that Ninety (90) days in jail, or both fines and incarceration; cach
seporate violation or tach day that o violotion exists shaoll bo scparate offense.

Compensation

violaten any part of this Ordinence and such violation results in the Promature Destruction of a
County Maintained Road, shall be fully and complately responsible for the repairs andlor
reconstruction of any such damaged road.

Dear Mr. Stacy,

1 recelved you letter notifying us that you wish to discontinue rmutual ald with cur county.
You made reference to the ¢olf you made for us last weok and stated that it was an sbuse of
your departrment. Woe appareciate the nsssistance you have given usg in the past, and § wanted to
send you this letter of explanation as to why we called you on this run.

The decision to call your ambulance was rmade by our dispatch according to protocol. One of
our ambulances was en route o the hospizal with an ALS run when we were called to a head on
collision on the Pendieton-Campbell line. There weare 2 patients sariously injured, so we called
Narthern Pandletan and an ALS unlt from Camphell County. One patient, a5 you are probably
swara, was our Commonwaealth Attorney, who was fatally injured. While all the ambulances in
our county ware tied up on these calls, we receivad a call for a 45 yvear old that went down
while playing football with a possible heart attack. The dispatch callad your county for mutual
uld due to the fact the run was on the south end of our county and the patient was requesting
to be taken to Harrison County. As soon as our ambulance was able to get free from the
accident scene, my assistant chief told them te respond to the oail, but to keep your
depzromnent en route for ALS, because we had no other ALS units avallable, and our mutual ald
agreement with your deparcment included ALS assistance when our destination was Harrlson
County, The craw on the run thought that they would be disregarded if your unit got on the
scene first and was going to take the patlent. That is why the EMT made tha comment about
turping arcund. It may have beaen an Inappropriate comment, but there was no intent to abuse
yvour departmant. Thare would have been no nead for them to continue I your crew had
already assumed patient core. The dispotch followod prorocol with none of our units available,
and felt they necded to get someona started immediately with the Information they had
recelved from the caller of a possible heart attack. 1 renlize the patlent refused transport, but
all we had to go on was what the caller told us.

As we had talked about fast year, the run volume in our ceunty had Increased To tThe point
that we were relying on our mutual ald too often. At that time, | was working with the fiscal

court to find a2 way to put another ambulance on duty full time In our county. Not long after wa
had that convarsation, cur filscal court put on a payrol tax to temporarily fund a second full
time ambulance crew. That unlt went into service on March 16™ of this year. According to our
dizpatch records, this Is the first thme we have had to call on you since we went to two full thme
units. Qur fiscal court passed an ordinance creating an armbualance taxing district [ast month as
o permanent solution to funding for our ambulance service and also approved our bid last week
to upgrade both our ambulances to ALS units, which will start an November 2 of thls year.

We would Tike te thank you for the help yvou have given us in the past. It has been difficult In
tha past couple yvears, but we feal wa have taken preat strides this past year to improve our
service and take care of our own. I feel that it is still important that we waork togother as
neighboring departments through rmutusl aid. 1 know back a fow months ago, we ware called
to assist your department on a wrack near Antioch. Regardiless of the number of units vou
hawve, there is always the possibitity of @ mass casualty Incident or receiving several calls afl at
once. We both have large areas to cover. In a few months, we will have the capability of
respondlng an ALS ambulanca 1o your county for assistance if the nhead should arisa. If yvou Teeal
there is some way wa could work this aout or you have any further questions, feel free to call ma
2t 859-391-9813.
